Good stories, Bill. Sometimse "failure stories" are as interesting as the 
success variety. (But only in hindsight, eh?) 


I started with a single tube 6146 transmitter from the '57 handbook built 
by my mentor. Unfortunately, he didn't keep close enough tabs on me and I 
had an extremely frustrating novice year (age 13/14), managing 7 QSOs. I 
think the real problem was the end fed random wire ~18 feet up. 


But when I borrowed a DX-40 and put up that folded dipole, it was heaven. 
(Coax was a rarity back then but TV twin lead was available.) 


Much later (25 years) I decided to try that 6146 TX again. Got a copy of 
the article from the '57 handbook and built one. At first it wouldn't put 
out anything. Experimenting, I took the RF choke out of the plate lead. 

Pressed the key and SET OFF THE CAR ALARM! Success. At least I was 
getting out on UHF if not on 40 meters. Finally did get it to work, and in 
a peculiar attempt at taking revenge on my own history, worked 10 times my 
novice total in one day. (It was a contest.) But never did fix a slow 
starting problem on 80 meters that made it impossible to key over about 15 
WPM and be understood. Whoop-whoooop! 


Another misadventure--a friend up the road was getting his license and 
building a Heathkit GR-91 receiver. Being the older more experienced guy 
(my 15 years to his 14), I helped him do it. We never did get that durn 
thing to work. Thirty-five years later, it's still out in WI7N's 
(ex-WA5IZR) garage somewhere in Oregon, awaiting final repairs.

Back when I was a pre-Novice, a fellow ham tried to convince me to build 
my first transmitter. He even gave me some parts. I worked on this a 
while, but my 6DQ6 final tube kept arcing over internally. 


I wasn't happy with the power output (probably 800 mW, I was expecting 5 
watts), and the spectral purity worried me. When I tried to tune the 
output stage, it would often break into oscillation.

Interesting puzzle. I agree with Bill that spurs shouldn't be an issue. 
And power could be. 


Regarding power--I usta run a Corsair with about 70 watts or so output. 
Then I went to a FT-1000 that could put out 200. The SWR on a very 
troublesome A3 dropped quite a bit. My theory was that maybe the higher 
power level was able to bust through some oxidation in the joints. When I 
assembled this particular antenna, I hadn't really taken the trouble to 
clean the aluminum and apply the protective stuff. 


Here's a suggestion for the original poster. You got identical results 
with a 50 ohm dummy load. Try a 75 ohm or similar (33 ohms). If you have 
two dummy loads, put them in series or parallel (2:1 SWR either way). Then 
if you get identical readings with the two transmitters, I'd suspect maybe 
something in the antenna is non-linear with power. 


Regarding the suggestion that it's the output impedance of the transmitter 

. I don't think that should matter. SWR is a function of the line and 
load Zs. But we do know that simple SWR bridges can be fooled. I just 
don't know if transmitter output impedance would contribute to that 
problem.

>AS was pointed out to me, what I may be seeing is the result of differing 
>levels of spurious emmissions from the two rigs; just a difference of the 
>spectral purity and output networks between the rigs. Even if they meet 
>regs, I guess all transmitters have a little noise on the outputs. Sounds 
>reasonable to me. How ‘bout y'all? 


Nope. The out-of-band spectral products ought to be perhaps 1 in 100 of 
the output of the signal. It shouldn't be possible to move the SWR from 
1:1 to 1.5:1 on that alone. 


Question: are you running your FT-840 at 100 watts, and the K1 anda 
couple of watts? 


What sort of SWR readings do you get on each at the same power levels? 


It could be that your SWR bridge gets inaccurate and high or low power 


levels. 


What kind of SWR bridge is it? The old monimatch-type can give really 


poor results.

Worked out a few more kinks on the transmitter project this evening. 


The 


rig tunes 7028-7055 KHz, and puts out 750 mW. Only smoked 2 transistors 
building this one. The transmitter uses parallel 11.04 MHz crystals ina 
vxo *lightlyx feeding an NE602 with a 4 MHz. crystal. This is followed by 3 
PN2222As and a 2N2219A final. Love those 25 cent finals. Correct me if I'm 
wrong, but isn't the 2N2219A a 2N2222A in a TO-39 case??

>The setup between the rigs is the same. When I originally discovered the 
>differences in measured SWR between the FT-840 and the Ki, I had different 
>patch cables (made a new one for the K1, BNC to PL-259), but for the sake 


>of experimentation, I switched to the same cable for both rigs, with the 
>exception of an adapter to match a PL-259 to BNC, same path to the antenna. 


Very possibly it is due to the adaptor. Some of the "cheaper" ones can and 
do cause impedance "bumps" in the transmission line. I don't know if that 
is the case here, but I have observed it in the past on the upper bands, 
i.e. 220 and 432 MHz.

Last report, the Singer read from a clip lead draped on 
the coax feedline at 4w out on 10.1mHz. 


Had occasion tonight to see how low it would go. 


My Altoids-1 rig output reflects a drop-off in VXO 
(i.e., the MRX-40 rcvr) output voltage as it 

moves from 7041.8 down to 7038.8. I wanted to check 
the xmtr r.f. output vs. freq., SO, an unexpected 
opportunity to use the Singer! 


Measurements were taken via a clip lead clipped onto 
the insulated (no electrical contact) revr ant input line. 


This line is connected to the xmtr ant. output via a 
220pf capacitor. No ground lead was connected between 
the Altoids-1 and Singer. The Singer read down to 500mw 
out from the xmtr. I didn't search for the exact level 
at which the Singer would no longer read the freq w. 
this setup. But at 220mw, it was necessary to connect 
the Singer to the revr input line via a 3.3pf cap. So, 
the Singer reads a 220mw sig on 7040 when connected thru 
a 220pf in series with a 3.3pf cap to the xmtr output. 


Not using a ground connection is not the best procedure, 
but I wasn't looking for absolute accuracy. 


That's pretty sensitive! 


I might mention -- if you've never done this kind of 
thing before with the Singer -- to take the measurement, 
you hit the xmtr key to generate r.f£., then you hit 

the Singer button to start the "read" cycle which takes 
1 second. You can release the key as soon as the Singer 
starts singing. 


Again, a "great job" to Dan Tayloe N7VE! 


The Singer falls together and promises to be an extremely 
useful device in my shack where I have to haul out the 
bulky freq. counter and make space for it whenever I'm 
doing freq measurements.

Hi Mike, 


I can't tell you the exact brand that it is, but what you are describing is 
an antenna changeover relay similar (in fact it may be) to the very popular 
Dow Key Relays. They were (and still are with the boat anchor guys like me) 
a very popular way of changing the antenna over from the Transmitter to the 
Receiver during receive and then back to the TX during transmit. Another 
function of the relay (if it has external contacts) is to mute the Receiver 
during transmit. Tube type Transmitters and Receivers commonly had terminal 
on the back to accommodate such a relay. They used to be very common, but no 
so much today, and they are highly sought after. I have a couple of Dow Key 
relays that I use with my vintage stuff. I was lucky and got them at a swap 
for cheap, but I've seen them go as high as $200 if they are in good shape. 
Hope this helps...

Y'all loonies, 


I got an email full of neat stuff from Steve Smith (WB6TNL; 
sigcom@juno.com) about the little radio that was in the July '74 edition 
of Ham Radio Magazine (pg 16-21). Steve found the little box that I'd 
remembered when I first came across the G-QRP Club and their 
eccentricities at some Dayton Hamvention in the passt. The litttle rig is 
on a board that's 3-1/8x1-1/8 inches. There's even a little AF 
transformer on it. And built-in sidetone. Only two transistors & two ICs 
(CA3028 & CA3118). Manual T/R switching; a front panel crystal socket, a 
VXO cap & a volume control. 


There are three interesting things about this rig: First, I am probably 
one of a very few, even including Ade Weiss, who, upon reading something 
that's nearly 30 years old, looks at how the whole piece is written. It's 
like picking up a copy of Moby Dick and discovering that it ain't that 
old fashion language stuff that you suffered through in high school 
reading Shakespeare. Howard Batie (W7BBX) wrote a very lucid (darn sight 
more lucid than I ever do) & easy to follow four pages on how this little 
puppie (or that little puppie, if you're gonna be strictly temporal about 
it) works. 


Secondly, Steve pointed out another thing about the circuit. He thinks 
this may be the earliest QRP use of a VXO circuit in something this 
simple. Steve also noted that the output tank circuit uses one toroid for 
a 5-element output network. (I remember winding that coil & then trying 
to cram it into the small space on the board where it & the 3 capacitors 
went. And this was before the shaking hands and the pastry syringe 
attacks.) 


So where's this put me, he asked rhetorically? Well, I've also been 
staring at the 40-9er circuit while also looking for reasons to avoid 
trying to get the 28-year-old circuit board done in a couple one-off 
throws. The 40-9er is probably as simple as W7BBX's circuit. Maybe 
moreso. There ain't no sidetone (and yes, I know this issue was covered 
in one of the many mods that appeared for the 40-9er on this list, in 
QRPp & elsewhere) but there also ain't no AF transformer. There is a mute 
& a semblance of QSK stuff in the 40-9er that ain't in Howard's design, 
as if that's gonna change my mind one way or the other. 


The real ticker here is that I'd love to try cobbling together a 
postmodernist version of the 40-9er to see how tiny I could get the 
little beast, even with thru-hole technology, presuming I can find the 
parts. A big chunk of perf-board with all the parts crammed together in 
the middle of it, waiting for me to figure a way to cut the board down to 
size without also trimming my fingers. Or stabbin' myself. Another part 
of the same "real ticker" is my desire to find the parts & somehow 
reconstruct (as opposed to deconstruct, in postmodernist terms) a working 
version of Howard's radio too. 


Something to fiddle with at the beach while everyone else gets stung by 
jelly fish, chewed by sharks, bounced by killer whales, sunburned, 
aroused by young women in bikinis or buff young boys in their own version 
of bikinis & similar vacation pursuits. (He said "pursuits.") 


Oh, and one more thing: I came across this one while I was looking for 
tiny boxes of stuff to play with: http://www.qsl.net/n3wvm/xcvr-40.html 
It's another 40m transceiver, using an IC that was originally set out for 
FM receivers, among other madness. 


At the same time, I can't help but wonder what the blue Tasmanian blazes 
is wrong with me. Seriously. Look, even with all these tiny little toys 
enticing me more than the beach arousal thingie, I can save myself many 
hours or torture & nominally coordinated manipulation of fairly dangerous 
tools by just getting any one (or more) small board radio kits that are 
"out there." 


It all comes down to the "I word," doesn't it? Yeah, you know it does. 
Intervention. Can you say that? I know you can.

There have been a few interested parties regarding my earlier post 
concerning the TT2 modification I placed here yesterday. 


Here's all I did to up the power and efficiency of the TT2 final: 
you need 2 - 1N914 diodes and one 220pf capacitor. 


Disconnect coupling capacitor lead that goes to the base of the pa. 
solder one diode cathode to the base of the pa, the other end of the 
diode goes to the coupling cap. 


Connect the cathode of the second diode to the collector of the PA. 
connect the anode of the second diode to the anode of the first diode. 


bridge the first diode with the 220pf capacitor. 
short out the emitter resistor directly to ground. 


I changed my LPF slightly as well, I have a T50-6 toroid with 14 turns 
#28 wire and a pair of 470pf caps in a pi filter connected to the output 
of the output transformer. Squeeze the turns together until you get the 
power to reach its maximum, ramp up the supply volts to about 15 volts 
and you should see about 1 watt output. The PA should draw about 75 
mils, and overall the transmitter should draw about 105 mills. Key it 
down, touch the final, it should get a little warm but not hot. Mine 
actually runs cooler than it did at the 250 mw level. By the way, i 
DIDNT change the transistor, I'm still using the plastic 2N2222. 


The 2 diodes act as an input waveform clipper and the output of the amp 
is a square wave. Being a square wave, when the signal is negative 
going, the transistor is turned off, therefore no power is dissapated. 
When the signal goes positive, the transistor is turned on rather hard, 
thefore its internal resistance is low. lets say its 0 ohms for this 
discussion. The power dissipation in the transistor is 0 watts again. 
All of the power is transferred to the load. Because of that, the 
efficiency is higher, and you can obtain a higher output power from the 
transmitter with less heating. 


My transmitter draws about 105 mills total, the pa draws about 75 mils 
at 15 volts. Input power is about 1.125 watts for an output of 1 watt. 
The transistor only dissipates .125 watts. Easily handled by a 2N2222. 


If anyone else tries this, let me know. If its easily reproduceable, I 
may design a higher power transmitter using this technology and post it 
here and on my website.

You can look in almost any recent handbook for Low Pass Filter constants 
that you can use. Pick something with three sections so it will be 
compliant with the law. The TT2 is essentially an unturned 

transmitter. The only real tuning in the rig is at the crystal; from 
that point on it is unturned. The output LPF sets the highest frequency 
that it will pass If you want 80 meters use an 80 meter LPF. Be sure 
you use a fundamental crystal!

I had a good supply of 5763s in the late 60s, I've purchased a few NIB 
from hamfest tube dealers in the last couple of years ($3 each, IIRC), 
and on a boatanchor list a couple of months ago someone had come across 
hundreds of them NIB and was selling them at even much lower prices than 
that ($1, IIRC). It's a great low-power tube, especially for one-tube 
ECO-PA designs.

ANZAC is no longer, now a part of Ma/Com I believe. But this series of 
mixer is long obsolete. None-the-less, I did find it in an old circa 
1980 Anzac data book (we used Anzac coaxial mixers in some of the VLA 
electronics). BTW, it was a $39 mixer in 1980!

The data book has the case drawings in 3 different places, but not one 
of them clearly identifies the pins. Looking at the bottom, I would 
try the pin with the colored bead as the RF port, and the pin adjacent 
to it should be the case ground (easy to check with DVM). The bottom 
two pins will be the IF and LO ports, but not identified on the drawing. 
Everyother mixer is clearly identified for the R,L,X(IF) ports in the 
data book :-( 


The MWA-0304 is a Motorola MMIC amplifier and should be found on their 
website: 

It is for dc-3GHz, 11.5dB gain, 1dB compression= +12dBm and should 

be biased for 25-35mA. It is similar in operation and hookup to the 
Mini-Circuits MAR-1 amplifier. Looking down on it as if it were an 
8-pin dip, pin 1 would be the wider pin - top left (output), lower 
left pin 2 (gnd), lower right pin (input) and top right (gnd). 


Capacitively couple the input and output. The output pin must be 
biased by a resistor to your Vcc, calculated by: 
R=(Vcc-5V)/Ib 


For Vcc=12V and bias current (Ib) 35mA, R=200 ohms. 

This should be a nice amplifier to play with for HF to UHF. The 11.5dB 
gain is spec'd at 1GHz, gain drops with bias current, but increases at 
lower frequency. You could probably bias it for 20-25mA and still get 
10-12dB gain out of it.

Well, what a nice brother you are. The 6SN7 also is a good tube for use 
in a Jones push-pull rig at QRP power levels and those tubes are still 
out there, among other dual-triodes. I've not built a TX using the Jones 
circuit so I'm not sure of the crystal drive requirments. At 5 Watts 
output, it may well require heftier crystals than the HC-49 size. Anyone 
had experience it this area?

Unfortunately, it's been many moons since I've seen a T.V. with a "real" 
power transformer. Most of them available as scrap use some kind of 
switching supply. The simplest method to obtain the plate supply would 
be to use a transformer-less, line-powered supply but that's potentially 
(no pun intended) flirting with big danger so I won't personally 
recommend it. If I didn't have a HV power transformer available, I would 
probably go with back-to-back filament transformers following the 
"secondary" transformer with a voltage doubler. That'll get about a 
couple hundred Volts which should be adequate for up to 5 Watts output 
with the proper tube. I get 4 Watts with about 180 Volts on the plate of 
my 6L6 rig. Another method is the DC-DC inverter ala the K6BSU "Two-ber" 
as published in QRPp. As far as electrolytics go, in the voltage ratings 
that would be required for QRP power levels using tubes, the prices for 
new ones are quite reasonable. That and old, dead PC power supplies 
usually contain a couple which can be used in series to get up there.

Well, yes..... ahem. 


Anyway, I'm curious if anyone has played with tube-type crystal 
oscillators using HC-49 size crystals and had success keeping the 
crystals alive. K6BSU was apparently succesful with his rig using a 6AU6 
ECO circuit followed by a 6AU6 PA but I'm looking to get enough drive to 
push the final to 5 Watts with around 200 Volts on the plate and his 
circuit runs a few hundred mW output.

Ok, time for me to tell about my favorite little QRP transmitter/receiver. 
It's called the Weskit BN-1 and it based on a SINGLE 3A5 dual triode tube. 
Yes... ONE tiny little 7-pin tube (one side operates as the transmitter and 
the other side is the receiver) and operates on either 40 or 80 meters. 


There is a schematic and detailed information online here: 
http: //www.sky.net/~swheaton/bn1. html 


I really like the 3A5 tube. It won't put out a lot of power... about 1 to 
1.5 watts... but in my opinion... it's the perfect little triode for QRP 
experimenting. They are commonly available and relatively cheap. I bought 
a case of them a while back and have built a stereo audio amplifier with a 
pair of them. It's not real loud but it's the cleanest sounding pure 
Class-A single-ended directly heated 1/2 watt per channel triode audio amp 
you've ever heard! hi 


I guess it's time for me to build my version of the Weskit BN-1 and have 
some Vintage xglowingx QRP fun! Best thing about the 3A5 is it doesn't 
require thousands of volts. It'll work on as little a B+ as 45 volts but is 
most happy at 90 volts. I've ran it as high as 130 volts but it's best at 
90 volts. If you're going to run it from an AC power source... it's VERY 
easy to find transformers. Look on eBay and pick up an old nasty looking 
tube tester (uglier the better as you wouldn't want to tear up a nice one!). 
LOTS of great parts inside including a multi-tapped transformer with just 
about any voltage you might need for a QRP tube project. They also have a 
nice meter and a bunch of sockets too! 


If anyone wants to build one of these but can't find the tube or sockets... 
let me know. This is probably the simplest tube rig you'll ever find. If 


anyone knows of a simpler single tube transceiver... I'd love to know about 
it.
